The city seems to have awakened from 
its long-time lethargy, and presents to-day the 
unwonted spectacte of u long pros perous 
community. The streets are thronged with 
teams laden with produce, and hurrying feet 
of emigrants te Bannack, Boise and Calilernia. 
ume along the bighway—while the stores 
are thronged with eager and well to do par- 
chasers. Withif the last four weeks a large 
number of new stores have been opened. while 
the 614 drm, in réceipt of dheir new goods, 
bold their own, aad customers flock thither in 
crowds. Money seems abundant, beyond any 
former period, and all the indications speak in 
nomistakable terms. of a new prosperity.

A change is 
gradually coming over the spirit of their 
dreams, and the wisest financiers and political 
economists declare that unless the currency 
everywhere else throughout the land shall be 
adopted. the country will go to the dogs.

With these facts before us we are surprised to 
learn that so suicidal a policy as the adoption 
of a gold currency has even been mooted in 
Utah. 

Bat failing by argument and fact to con-

Petersburg and it is continually reinforced. 
An attack at 4 o'clock Saturday morning by 
the 2d corps met but little opposition. Our 
troops are passing over the formidable works 
ocenpied by the enemy the day previous, and 
have captured fifty or sixty prisoners. The 
casualties n both sides are few. We moved 
on and déveloped another line of works about 
500 yards beyond here. The rebels made a 
stubborn resistance. At noon the General ad- 
vanced the 2d corps and ordered the assault- 
ing force, consisting of three brigades of the 
line, to rush forward, which they did gallant- 
ly, bat could not withstand the dendly fire of 
musketry, grape and canister. Thougu they 
fell back, leaving their dead and wounded, an- 
other attack was ordered at another point. 
The party consisted of several brigades in col- 
umn of regiment. About 4 p. m. they were 
met with such a murderous, constant, dreadful 
fire, that they were withdrawn. 

Another H: ruld 's correspondent says of the 
6th corps fight on Friday: The work com- 
meneed at daylight, when they found the rebels 
had fallen baek.to their second line in the pre- 
vions night. works were attacked with 

‘rent gallautry. There was a severe struggle 
— the railroad track leading to Norfolk, which 
was finally taken This 8 to have been 
the only advantage gained. 

Another correspundené with the 9th corps 
rays: The rebels male an attack at 10 p. m., 
coming up in two colums. On reaching our 
line, whether intentionally or by a rebel blun- 
der, one column shouted surrender, and 240 
were thus made prisoners. The other column 
came to our works bravely, being under cover 
of a battery admirably posted, and drove our 
men into their entrenchments.
